Canton, Yesterday. 
The claim that the new 
Kwangsi Division which is 
being sent to the northern 
front is the first completely 
mechanised group evér sup- 
plied by the South, was 
made to me to-day by a 

Chinese staff officer. , 


The officer told that 200,000 
of these new troops are armed 
with tanks, armoured cars, ar- 
tillery, portable anti-aircraft 
guns and searchlights and motor 
cycle machine guns. 

“Tho troops,” he added, ‘are 
being sent to the Changsha 
aren, it being: the opinion of the 
Chinese Command that if the 
Japanese are held up in their 
Hankow drive, they will attempt 
to capture Changsha and so eut 
the Canton-Hankow Railway. 


EIGHTEEN PLANES 
IN CANTON RAID 


Canton, To-day. 

Eighteen Japancse raiders flew 
over Canton and remained one 
half hour, bombing the Saichuen 
Cement Works and the loop-line. 

Tho damnge is hitherto uncer- 
tainable, but some of the bombs 
were apparently of the incendiary 
type, ns fires have been noticed in 
several sections. 

Several of the bombs harmlessly 
fell-in the North River, while a 
number of the others fell in the 
vicinity of the new Power Station 
which, at the present, is out of 
action after recent bombings. — 
Reuter.

TOKYO PLAN © 
FOR PACIFIC 
AIR SERVICES 


Tokyo, Yesterday. 

Trans-Pacific travellers in 
the near future will be 
winging from Tokyo to- 
wards- San Francisco. in 
four days, if a project of 
the Japanese Ministry of 
Communication, to link 
Japan and the South Seas 
by fast airliners, is carried 
out successfully. 

At the next session of the 
Diet, the Ministry will seek the 
approval necessary for the ap- 
propriations needed to inaugur- 
ate a regularly weekly air ser- 
vice to the Mandated Islands In 
the South Pacific Ocean. 

Such a service would enable 
travellers to muke connections 
with the “China Clipper,”, from 
the Philippines, which flies .re- 
gularly between Manila and San 
Francisco. 

Tho projected South Seus, Air- 
Hne will be an important step in 
the carrying out of the Five Year 
Civil Aviation Promotion Plan of 
the Japanese Government. 


THREE ROUTES 


The Japan Air Transport Com- 
pany, under the supervision of 
the Ministry of Communications; 
proposes to establish the new air 
service in three routes. One, to 
link Tokyo, Saipan and Palau in 
a nine .hour flight; another, to 
connect Palau with Jaluit in five 
hours and the third, which would 
linkt Palau with Takano, Formosa, 
the flight requiring 18 hours. 

Tho Ministry is mapping out o 
plan, also, -to extend the nerthern 
rcvte as far as Toyohara in South 
Sathalion, by way of Wakanai and 
Hokkaido. At the present the 
northern route is limited to the 
distance between Tokyo and 
Sapporo. 


FINANCE PROBLEM 


Appropriations of seven million 
yen out of next year’s budget are 
nsked by the Ministry of Com 
munications. ‘Tho negotiations 
have alrendy started with the 
Finance Ministry. Tho Ministry 
of Communications will appro- 
priate ono milllon yen out of next 
years budget for the extension of 
the northern’ route. 

The projected Tokyo-Palau Linc 
has the most importance a8 it 
will connect the travellers with 
the American Clipper *plancs. 
provided the arrangements can be 
made between tho Japan Air 
Transport Company and 
American Airways.
